The cited art of record fails to teach an integrated reflector and boom assembly 
comprising a series of stiff interlocking ribs defining a reflector section and boom section being 
contiguous to the reflector section and covering a smaller area than the reflector area wherein the 
ribs comprising a plurality of straight ribs extending in parallel in one piece fi-om the reflector 
region into the boom region and are positioned symmetrical to an axis of symmetry, a plurality 
of angled ribs extending through the reflector portion wherein the straight ribs and angled ribs in 
the reflector section define triangular areas with combinations of all limitations as defined in 
respectively claims 1,11 and 13. Therefore claims 1-17 are presently allowed.
